We  have  a terrific  staff  in  place,  a great  Board  and  officers,  and  substantial  financial 
reserves. 


CCA  and  the  Downtown  Center  Business  Improvement  District  have  both  grown 
enormously  in  scope  and  stature.  The  job  of  leading  these  organizations  has  become  increasingly  demanding.  Over  the 
next  several  years  it  will  be  even  more  so,  at  both  CCA  and  DCBID.
